/J/J^RIE, the beloved, devoted, and only child of the late Wilhemina and Ben- 
dH jamin Anderson, was born on August 31, 1925, and resided in Newark, New 
Jersey her entire life. A product of the Newark public schools, Marie graduated from 
Central High School 1942. She went on to earn her Bachelor of Science degree in 
Business Education and her Master of Arts degree in Educational Psychology from 
New York University, and completed postgraduate studies in Student Personnel Ser- 
vices, and Supervision and Administration at Seton Hall University, South Orange, 
N.J. For seventeen years, she taught Gregg stenography and typing for the Evening 
High Schools of New York City, at Washington Irving, Charles Evans Hughes High 
Schools. She also taught two summers at the Newark campus of Rutgers School of. 
Education. 

Marie was one of the first Black teachers employed by the Newark Board of Edu- 
cation, she began in 1946 as a Teacher of the Handicapped at Girls Trade School. 
She became a Guidance Counselor, then Vice-Principal at Barringer High School, 
and became a Principal there in 1978. She was Principal of the following high 
schools, West Side (1975-78) and University (1986-90). Marie never missed a 
school’s football game unless it was canceled. She retired in 1991. 

In addition to her professional workload, Marie found time to discharge her civic 
and religious duties. For many years she was the organist for both Bethany Baptist, 
and Pilgrim Baptist churches in Newark. She was a member of St. Michael's Hospital 
Advisory Board, the New Jersey Supreme Court Ethics Committee, the Newark 
Archdiocese Affirmative Action Committee, the Newark Principal Association's Ex- 
ecutive Board, the Essex County Retired Educators' Association (Life Member), and 
the City Administrators/ Supervisors Association (Recording Secretary). 

After retirement, Marie remained active in her church and community as a mem- 
ber of the following organizations: Phi Delta Kappa National Sorority - Alpha Chap- 
ter (Treasurer;) the Women's League of New Jersey, Inc. (Corresponding Secretary), 
the Credit Committee of the Newark Board of Education Credit Union, and the Four 
Seasons Club (Treasurer). She was a member of Blessed Sacrament Catholic Church 
and its Rosary Society (President, Secretary, and Lector), and volunteered on Mon- 
days at the Rectory for the past two years. 

Marie’s long and productive career teaching and counseling, and her avocation 
mentoring, encouraging, and enabling youth to use education in pursuit of higher 
and better opportunities has touched and improved many lives. She will be missed. 

She leaves her cousins, Mildred Roberts, Elizabeth Yarbrough and her children, 
Damon, Caleb and Tsani Merriweather; lifelong buddies, Roscoe Colson, Emily Smith 
and Ruth Ray; dear friends, Mary Atkinson, Ida Stroud and Joseph Yeadon; and a 
wealth of extended family and friends to cherish her memory and treasure her life's 
devotion to service.
